The claimed invention discloses a sonar anteraia. This equipment is used for underwater echo sounding and uses 
hydro acoustic transducers to ensonify the water and receive echoes. The sonar antenna is shaped to allow 
continuous coherent ensonification such that the power in the echo returned from a uniform flat sea floor is 
substantially constant. 

The features of the claimed invention are not found in any single document or in any obvious combination of 
docxmients, published before the earliest priority date of the claims. Therefore the claimed invention is 
considered to be novel and to involve an inventive step.
